OFFICIAL'S "SPEECH| 


’ ‘That the Canton, Government is 
officially associating itself with the 
attempted blockade of Hopgkony 
is fully proved by a speech which 
Mr. Wang Ching:wai, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of : the 


C delivered last week 
at a reception given to representa- 
tlyed of the vernacular newspapers. 

After referring to the: general 
situation in strong terms, Mr. Wang 
spoke of the Shameen incident of 
Juhé 2818,"stating” that” theIn- 
vestigation Commission. had come 
to the unanimous decision that the 
first. shot was fired from the Bri- 
tish Concession, As the British: 
Consul had seen fit to deny respon- 
sibility for the incident, “there. 
is no other alternative left us to 
vindicate our right than to throttle 
Hongkong by cutting off all com- 
munication with that Colony until 
the British people realise, that the 


day of the mailed fist and the 


over-bearing attitude of their re- 
presentatives in China has passed. 


‘Then we can treat with the British 
Government with ‘magnanimity.” 


, Continuing his speech, Mr. Wang 
said:—"Silk export is our. most 
valuable trade, and ‘in order that 
this industry may not suffer severe 
losses we have’ arranged ‘with the 
China Merchants Steam Navigation 
Company to transport the raw silk 
and cogoons to Shanghal, Al 
ready. shipments have been made 
of the approximate value. of’ eight 
million dollars. We are convinced 
that the only way, to combat Im- 
perjalism is. by propaganda, and 
we are now training a body of 
men to carty on this work through- 
out the whole province.” =. 

« “Soviet Russia,” said Mr. Wang, 
“is China's true friend. She has 


.{,not only cancelled al! the unequal 


treaties, extra-tertitorial rights and 
given up the Boxer ‘Indemnity, 
but is now giving ‘a helping hand 
to the Chinese people to extricate 
themselves from the grasp “of 
Imperialism. We. need profes- 
sional experts, and we' are very 
grateful to our Russian friends for 
helping us to reorganise our mili- 
tary forces. When our troops are 
well trained, and our Government 


‘| has become strong, we shall.be able 


to treat with the Powers on, the 
give-and-take basis. We, shall be 
able to sweep the whole of China 
with 100,000 Cadets and .troops of 
the Kuomintang.” ‘i 

In the course of further remarks, 
Mr. Wang said:—"We shall soon 
change the name of the Kuomintang 
to that of the Kapmingtang (the 
Revolutionary Party), The late 
Dr. Sun, in his will, said: ° ‘Our 
Revolution has not been a success. 
You, my comrades, must put forth 
your energies: to accomplish our 
aims, The government of China 
to-day Is worse than it was under 
the Tsing Dynasty. Without 
another ‘Revolution, China,’ will 
never be strong. What we want 
to ‘do,now. is to change the name 
of the Kuomintang to Kapmingtang. 
I,am drafting the Constitution 
of the. new party, and hope you 
journalists, ‘will .do. your best to 
guido public opinion.” ace
